We lind ia the Boston Telegraph ex- 
tracta from a letter of Giddings', which 
ue lias recently addressed to his Aboli- 
tion constituents.

Tbey must have been alwavs uneasy, 
and their uneasiness was the result of 
their own folly.

Charleston, Monday, April 16. 

The British steamer Clyde arrived here 
from Havana to-day, bringing dates from 
Vera Cruz six days later. Everything in- 
dicates the speedy fall of {Santa Anna. 
Morino'fl disaffection and subsequent 
capture and execution was all a fable to 
entrap Alvarez. Col. Beres had been re- 
cently defeated at Cay ores, and the whole 
regiment dispersed by the revolutionists, 
and those of them who attempted to re- 
cross the Pepagayo river were drowned. 
Gov. Maximo Ortez, when marching to 
Tehauntepecfcll into an ambuscade, and 
his whole force, six hundred strong, was 
neaily annihilated. 

The advices from the South are favor- 
able to the cause of the revolutionists. 
Alvarez is in supreme command, and it 
is the £<'neral opinion that Santa Anna 
will be obliged to fly from the country. 
It is also evident that the allied powers 
of France and England have, by their 
agents, stimulated the internal commo- 
tions in Mexico, in order to bring heron 
the other side, and identify her with Cuba. 

DCr^t is said to be currently believed 
in Holland that the late monarch, Wil- 
liam the Second, only pretended to die, 
to get ritl of the cares of royalty, and is 
now aiding his nephew, the Czar, in the 
Crimea, under the assumed nam'" ol
